The President was questioned 
about the stepped up artillery at­ 
tacks which the Chinese Commu­ 
nists have been making on the 
Quemoy and other offshore islands 
garrisoned by Chinese Nationalist 
troops.

Asked whether

i m p o r t a n c e would affect his 
udgment on U.S. actions to defend 
Form osa, the President said such 
m ilitary decisions 
sim ply could 
not be m ade until after the event. 


Importance Increases 
He went on to say, how ever that 
Hie increased im portance of these 
islands near the coast might be a 
consideration under circum stances 
which he did not define. 
But the President m ade it clear 
that 
whatever 
the 
decision 
is 
about Quemoy, this country w ill 
defend Form osa and the P esca ­ 
dores. 


He said the best statem ent about 
the offshore islands w as m ade by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles last week in a letter to a 
congressm an. Dulles warned Red 
China it m ight be hazardous to 
em bark on a cam paign to take 
Quemoy and other offshore islands 
such as Matsu.

TAIPEI, Formosa (UPI)— 
Defense 
Ministry 
spokes­ 
man Adm. Liu Hoh-Tu said 
today Communist naval for­ 
ces were converging on the 
Formosa Strait area where 
heavy Red guns bombarded 
the Quemoy Islands with 
nearly 9,000 shells by mid­ 
afternoon.

Liu said the Communists had 
4,000 to 5,000 landing craft in the 
area following their recent buildup 
tor possible amphibious landings. 
The 
Communists concentrated 
their shelling today on the sister 
islands of Tatan and Erhtan lo­ 
cated in the mouth of Amoy Har­ 
bor but Liu warned the concen­ 
trated shelling of the two islands 
m ay be a screen for landings else­ 
where. 


The Communists 
also poured 
thousands of rounds of artillery 
on Quemoy in an apparent all-out 
cftort to neutralize the airfield 
there. 


Strip Dam aged 


It was the fifth straight day of 
murderous bombardment with the 
Communists shelling for an hour 
or two, stopping and then resum ­ 
ing the bombardment with great­ 
er intensity. In a three-hour morn­ 
ing bombardment they hit Que­ 
moy with m ore than 2,000 sheik. 
Liu Hoh-Tu said the dirt airstrip 
on Quemoy was still usable de­ 
spite the bombardment. He denied 
as “greatly exaggerated” one re­ 
port the strip had been hit with 
1,600 shells. 


However, an American military 
source said, 
I do not think any 
more planes will be flying to Que­ 
moy fi om today.” Liu said sever­ 
al planes landed at Quemoy Tues­ 
day night and at dawn. The strip 
is used by cargo and military pas­ 
senger planes; jets are based on 
Formosa. 
M otives Not Clear 


The 
Communists 
Interrupted 
their bombardment of Quemoy at 
one point today to lay down a 
4,000-round barrage on Tatan and 
Erhtan islands. AU the islands in 
the Quemoy group are about lo 
m iles from the Communist-held 
mainland. 
A government spokesman said 
the Nationalist garrison on Que­ 
moy had replied with its own ar­ 
tillery and destroyed several Red 
gun em placem ents at Weitou and 
Tatan and one ammunition depot 
and a gasoline depot on nearby 
W’uyu Island.
